2. Claims 1-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Rummel et al, US 3,799,149 A ("Rummel"). 

Claims 1-34 : Rummel teaches a respiratory gas exchange monitor and method of 
determining a respiratory quotient (see Abstract), comprising: a mouthpiece 196; 
inspiration spirometer 18 and expiration spirometer 20 for determining volume of inhaled 
and exhaled gases; mass spectrometer for simultaneously determining a mass or 
concentration of oxygen, carbon dioxide, and/or nitrogen (see col. 2, II. 22-50) in the 
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respiratory gas; and computers 42 and 44 to calculate oxygen consumption, carbon 
dioxide production, and respiratory exchange ratio ("respiratory quotient") (see col. 2, II. 
5-9); and a display 46.
